interest on the amount 
awarded 
from the day the verdict was ren­ 
dered until the judgment is satis­ 
fied.

str uck it was for ced up thr ough 
140 feet of water 
and 
ascended 
for ty feet above the gr ound. 
When 
ignited it 
bur ned br il­ 
liantly and seems to be of excellent 
quality. 
The weather 
was ver y 
cold when the str ike was made and 
all oper ations wer e suspended till 
casing can be put down and the 
gas put uuder contr ol. 
It ’s now 
going to waste. 
Dr .Simpson s.iys he has no doubt 
enough gas could soon be develop­ 
ed to Supply Holden, War r ensbur g 
and other near by towns with both 
light 
and heat. 
A s soon as the 
casing 
can be put 
into the well, 
dr iUiug will be r esumed, with the 
hope of finding oil. 
The discover y of gas is cer tainly 
a good sign of oil.

MOUNT ETNA RAILROAD. 


Much of Its Roadbed Is Built on Layer s 
of Lava. 
The cir cular r ailway which passes 
ar ound M ount E tn a is inter estiug on 
account of the geological conditions 
encounter ed in its 
constr uction as 
well as the natur e of the 
countr y 
which it passes thr ough. 
In 
many 
points of the r oute the *ur iace con­ 
sists of layer s of lava, and mor e than 
22 miles of cutting had to be made 
acr oss the lava, which is har d as ar r an- 
ite. 
In this way the line, which is 
only 70 miles long, r equir ed no less 
than four year s to cxeeiiie. The r oad 
leaves the 
station 
of 
Bor go and 
mounts lir st aci'oss a r egion of Nour ­ 
ishing vegetation, among vineyar ds, 
wheat fields and or ange or char ds, but 
soon it enter s an ar id and 
tr eeless 
por tion, and r uns between hillocks 
of lava until it r eaches a fer tile str ip 
at Belpasso, a distr ict wihch suffer ed 
gr eatly fr om the er uption of 1669 . 
T h e r oad again passes thr ougli the 
small town of M Lter bianco, which 
was destr oyed by the same er uption, 
and r eaches Patcr no, with its ininia» 
tur e volcanoes, which thr ow out salt 
mud, and its 
ier r uginous 
spr ings, 
fa r th e r on is Adcr no, which has a 
water lall and a 
r iver , 
two 
things 
which ar e quite r ar e in Sicily. Then 
the r oute 
passes Ihr oiigli Br onte, 
which has been often thr eatened with 
destr uction by lava, and was especial­ 
ly in danger in 1832 and 1843 . 
The 
last station is Giar r e-Eiposto, fr om 
which it is easy to r each Messina or 
Catania. This r oad will be ver y much 
appr eciated by tour ists, and will also 
ser ve as an outlet for the pr oducts of 
this 
populous 
r egion.— Scientific 
Amer ican.

NEW FOOD FOR HENS. 


Gna a ho ppers Aie No w Ga theied a nd 
Pressed 
Into Bricks. 
Im ma n y p la ces 
g rasshoppers are 
beimg put to a new use. The farmers 
have killed incredible numbers of 
them by the help of a machine which 
is, perhaps, the most effective ever 
devised for the purpose. 
It is called 
a ^'hopperdozer,^^ and is nothing more 
no r less than a larg e flat pan, with a 
sma ll amount of paraffin contained in 
a depression in the rear part of it. 
The eontrivanc^ being attached to a 
horse, is pushed along in front of the 
a nima l as the latter is driven across 
the fields. P retty nearly every g rass­ 
ho pper encountered jumps upon the 
pa n, and is promptly suffocated by 
the pa ra ffin. 
U ntil q uite recently these g rass­ 
ho ppers have been burnt as a means 
of g etting rid of them, but now the 
farmers have found that as a food for 
poultry the g rasshopper is unbeaten. 
The hoppers after being Idlled are 
left in burrows in the fields, where 
they are soon dried. When they have 
been exposed to the sun for a suffi­ 
cient time to reduce them to a prop­ 
erly desiccated condition they 
a re 
g a& ered up with rakes, shoveled into 
ca w and convey ed to a shed, where 
they are put into a press somewhat 
resembling an ordinary cheese press, 
and converted into solid bricks.

a precipitou> g org -e. The view with 
the battery in motion is sing ularly 
pretty and romantic. 
The water ruslte.s down the g org e 
with g reat lorce, and as the water 
wheels are set in motion—with the 
drooping willows nestling about, and 
the water tumbling over the rocks and 
dropping ovcr a liundred feet in a 
few hundred y ards—a g limpse of 
Switzerland is thrown before y ou.”

of the sense of smell in human being s. 
A series of solutions of five different 
I substances was prepared, each series 


I being so arrang ed that every solution 
was of lialf the streng th of the pre- 


cedmg one. ^1 liese senes were ex­ 
tended by successive dilutions till it 
was impossible to detect the odors. 
The order of the bottles containing 
these solutions was completely dis­ 
arrang ed, and the test consisted in 
the attem pt to classify them by the 
sense of smell alone. An eq ual num­ 
ber of male and female observers were 
selected from the best apothecaries^ 
shops, and each was req uired to ar­ 
rang e the bottles. The males were 
able to detect the smell of the nitrate 
of amyl in the solution of one part to 
7 8 3,000 of water, and the females 
were able to detect it in the solution 
of one part to 311,000 of water. The 
oil of winterg reen was detected in 
about the same proportion and to the 
same extent of dilution. There was, 
therefore, a very g reat preponder­ 
ance in favor of the males as to the 
sensitiveness and discrimination of 
the sense of smell. This is certainly 
an astounding fact!— Gentleman'^s 
Mag azine.
